announced that his ministry and the 
Treasury were well advanced in 
their consideration of plans for con- 
verting the postal services to an 
authority framework. He said that 
he hoped both changeover* would 
occur "at about the same time." He 
warned the workers any in- 
dustrial disruptions would force the 
ministry to suspend all work 
towards implementing the 
changeover plans. 

But Levi last night said that the 
postal workers regard the 
economic cabinet’s decision "as a 
clear violation of a written 
agreement” 

A Communications Ministry 
spokesman told The Poet yesterday 
that the only reason the telecom- 
munications changeover plan was 
submitted and approved first was 
"because it was ready and we did 
not want to delay it until the postal 
services changeover was worked 
out." He said that the ministry 
received no formal notice from the 
workers of an Intention to strike. 

The ministry announced the 
changeover would enable the 
telephone system to provide phones 
for the 200,000 on the waiting list 
within four years. Treasury sources 
said that it would take the company 
seven years to catch up with the 
waiting list. 

Yesterday's decision will leave 
the telecommunications workers 
governed by the civil service pay 
scale for two years. Their pay scale 
will then change to co nf o r m to that 
of government company 
employees. 

The decision obliges the proposed 
company to pay royalties to the 
government of 11 per cent of its 
•revenue. A further 25 per cent will 
go to the government in exchange 
for the transfer of sssets from 
government to company hands. The 
total value of the assets Is now 
187.5b.

Reagan aide stresses 
Israel as an asset

The man tipped as U.S. presiden- 
tial contender Ronald Reagan’s 
National Security Advisor told 
Israeli leaders here yesterday that 
Reagan firmly supports Israel and 
sees it as a strategic asset to the 
U.S. 

Richard Allen, the Republican 
presidential hopeful's chief foreign 
policy aide, made this point at the 
Knesset to both Prime 
Men ahem Begin and to opposition 
leader Shimon Peres. 

In his talk with Begin, Allen also 
referred to America's "moral and 
historical” commitment to the 
Jewish state, and to the bonds of 
friendship between Israel and the 
U.S. But he focused on the strategic 
benefits to the U.S. flowing from its 
support for IsraeL 

He told Begin that the 
Republicans differed with the 
Carter administration over aspects 
of Mideast policy, but they fully 
supported the Camp David 
framework. . 

Reagan was eager to visit Israel, 
Al|en said, but he did not know if he 


would be able to do so "before or 
after the elections.” Allen si no con- 
veyed to the premier the 
Republican candidate's warm 
greetings. 

Allen spent most of a crowded 
day yesterday listening to presen- 
tations from issHing politicians .of 
Israel's problems. 

Agriculture Minister Ariel 
Sharon lectured on the importance 
of the West Bank and its Jewish 
settlements for Israel's security. 
From Peres, Allen heard of 
Labour's alternative policies In- 
volving the "Jordanian option.” 

' He also met with Deputy Premier 
Ylgael Yadin, Interior Minister 
Yosef Bnrg. chairman of the 
Foreign Affairs and Defence Com- 
mittee Moshe Arens, Treasury 
director-general Ya'acov Ne’eman, 
and Bethlehem Mayor Ellas Freij. 

Allen explained to the prime 
minister that he has to fly home this 
morning, after a whirlwind tour of 
Europe and the Middle East, to 
take part in strategy sessions with 
Reagan's campaign 


No collective punishment 
without permission from top

Deputy Defence Minis.ter 
Mordechai Ziporl said yesterday 
that no future measures against the 
population in the administered 
areas entailing collective punish- 
ment will be taken without direct 
orders from the Defence Minister, 
and. In certain cases, from the 
Ministerial Defence Committee. 

Speaking in the Knesset Foreign 
Affairs and Defence Committee 
yesterday, Ziporl said that the 
•military government had done its 
very best to avoid using collective 
punishment after terror outrages, 
but there was no way of ruling it out 
entirely. If need be, collective 
punishment might be applied again 
in the future, subject to certain new 
limitations laid down over the past 
few weeks. 

Ziporl said that the decision to ex- 
ile two West Bank families to 
refugee camps outside Jericho 
after last month’s stone-throwing 
incidents eras taken by the former 
defence minister Exer Welxman. 
Although such decisions were 
usually taken by the prime minister 
only, Ziporl said, Weizman had then 
taken the decision an Us own, since 
the families w ere not deported, but 
exiled to other locations inside the 
West Bank. 

Ziporl spoke on two motions for 
the agenda referred to the com- 
mittee about collective punishment 
which Meir T&lmi (Alignment- 
Map am) and Shmuel Toledano 
(Shai) had presented in the plenum. 

In the discussion. Rabbi 
Druckman (NRP) said that a good 
many Arabs of Hebron were in 
league with the killers in the terror 
attack outside 'the Hadassah 
building against the sabbath eve 
worshippers on May 2. 


Proof of this. Druckman said, 
was that local Arabs had all-stocked 
up huge quantities of fruit and 
vegetables on the day before the at- 
tack because they knew It was com- 
ing and wanted to have reserves 
laid by for a curfew. The .local 
Arabs must have seen the lookouts 
posted by the terror gang before the 
attack, and all tbe shopkeepers 
closed their shops that Friday 
much earlier than usual. Final 
evidence, Druckman said, was that 
one local car, which always parked 
near the Hadassah buildin g, parked 
elsewhere that Friday. 

“Tbe killers were local Arabs; 
the weapons they used were ob- 
tained locally; they would not have 
carried out the Hadassah attack 
without the support of the entire 
town,” Druckman said. 

On proposals to compensate the 
Arab owner of the buildings razed 
opposite Hadassah after the attack, 
Druckman said that even If his 
grandfather had saved dozens of 
Jews in the 1929 pogrom, that did 
not make the man Innocent in 1980. 

Zerah Warhaftig (NRP) said that 
Gush Eznunim were the finest 
settler-pioneers Israel had today. 

Amnon Rubinstein - (Shai) and 
Yosef Sarld (Alignment-Labour) 
said the military government 
should bring more security 
offenders to trial instead of meting 
out so much collective punishment 
to the West Bank Arabs after 
security Incidents. 

Both Rubinstein .and Sarld said 
that if the Peace Now movement 
had in fact demanded curfews 
against the Jewish settlers in the 
areas, this was a silly demand. 

Talmi said that collective punish- 
ment must cease because it was 
both "unjust and Ineffective.” 


Jenkins hints at new British party 


LONDON (Reuter). — Roy 
Jenkins, president of the European 
Community Commission and a 
former Labour cabinet minister, 
yesterday hinted that he would try 
to form a new centre-left political 
party In Britain. 

But he refused to 'moke any 
specific announcement. 

He was speaking at a much- 
heralded parliamentary press 
lunch. British newspapers had been 
speculating for days that he would 
use it to launch a social democratic 
party^to challenge the ruling 
Conservatives and the divided 
Labour opposition. 


In a carefully worded speech. 
Jenkins, 59, said that there was no 
question of leaving his Brussels 
post before his mandate ends in 
January, but 'on the future he 

remained enigmatic. 

He attacked the deep divisions 
between the left and right wings of 
the Labour ■ Party, but made no 
mention of the minority centrist 
Liberal Party. 

Jenkins, however, hinted at a new 
political, initiative. Most adven- 
tures, he said, ended in failure: 
"The experimental plane may well 
finish up a few fields from the end 
of the runway... but It could soar 
into the sky."

but Egypt 
waiting for 
new plan

CAIRO. — Egypt has agreed to 
send Foreign Minister Kamal 
Hasson Ali to Washington before 
the end of the month to prepare for ' 
a resumption of autonomy 
negotiations with Israel, but is not 
yet completely satisfied with an 
American initiative outlined in a 
letter President Anwar Sadat 
received from President Jimmy 
Carter on Sunday. 

After a meeting yesterday with 
U.S. Ambassador to Cairo Alfred 
Atherton, Ali told reporters that the 
three autonomy delegation chiefs 
would meet in Washington shortly 
to see It there was any common 
ground on which to restart the 
talks, suspended last month by 
President Sadat. 

But when asked whether Egypt 
bad accepted the U.S. initiative, Ali 
hesitated and said it bad accepted 
only the idea of meeting informally 
in Washington. Ali has taken over 
from former prime minister 
Mustafa Khalil as Egypt's chief 
autonomy negotiator. 

Foreign Ministry officials here 
said the purpose of the Washington 
meeting between All, U.S. 
autonomy envoy Sol Linowltz and 
Interior Minister Yosef Burg would 
be to see whether there had been 
"an Israeli change of heart” on the 
status of Jerusalem and the settle- 
ment policy. 

Sadat suspended the talks 11 days 
before the May 28 target date for 
the talks' completion on the 
grounds that Israel was trying to 
preempt negotiation on these two 
issues by building new settlements 
and by further formalizing the 
status of Jerusalem as undivided 
capital. 

All denied there was any connec- 
tion between the new U.S. initiative 
and EEC plans to restate its posi- 
tion towards the Palestinian issue. 
But hi private Egyptian .officials 
said such a connection was very 
likely. 

"Obviously tbe prospect of some 
movement in the Camp David 
process will come in useful when 
the EEC summit opens In Venice,” 
one official said. EEC heads of 
state are meeting in Venice later 
this month. 

Ali described statements by U.S. 
Secretary of State Edmund Muskie 
on Sunday as “satisfying.” The 
Egyptian press quoted Muskie as 
condemning the Israeli . 
government’s settlements policy as 
Illegal and an obstacle to resuming 
the autonomy negotiations. 
"Muskie’s statements pinpointed 
events now happening in the Middle 
East,” he added. • 


Muskie: Choose 
coexistence 
or destruction

WASHINGTON. — American 
Secretary of State Edmund 
Muskie called on Israelis and 
Palestinians yesterday to put 
an end to acts of violence and 
"harvest the promise of peace 
together.” 

In a prepared speech, his first 
on the Middle East, Muskie 
said, "Now is the time for 
Israelis and Palestinians alike 
to choose which future they 
prefer — peaceful coexistence 
or a whirlwind of destruction.” 

At the same time. Muskie 
denounced Israel for authorizing 
new Settlements on the West Bank. 

"If negotiations are to succeed, 
no party should take steps on its 
own that prejudge the outcome." 
Muskie said. 

In his speech, before the 
Washington Press Club, the new 
secretary of state championed the 
Camp David agreements. 

"Having come so far, let us not 
turn aside from what we have 
begun." he said. 

His remarks were intended for 
West Europeans as well as Arabs 


and Israelis. With the autonomy 
talks stalled, the Europeans are 
preparing UN resolutions in sup- 
port of Palestinian "self- 
determination." 

Muskie' a very carefully drafted, 
16 -page address was clearly design- 
ed to try to push both Israel and 
Egypt to make additional con: 
cessions on what Muskie said were 
the five remaining issues of dispute 
in the autonomy talks. 

Muskie rejected the Israeli posi- 
tion that Israel should remain firm- 
ly in control of both external as well 
as Internal security on the West 
Bank and Gaza during the five-year 
transition period. 

"Israel must be secure,” he said. 
"But to be durable, any agreement 
must also enable the people of the 
West Bank and Gaza to help 
provide for their security." 

Muskie differentiated between 
external and internal aecurlty. 
"The Israeli defence force must be 
able to protect Israel from external 
attack, whether by conventional 
armed forces or by terrorist 
groups," he said. "At the same 
time, the ‘strong local police force' 
under the self-governing authority 
— called for at Camp David — must

Israel, Egypt await 
call to set talks date

With Egypt now having 
pronounced its readiness to resume 
the talks, and Israel reiterating its 
own readiness to do bo, the two 
sides are awaiting invitations from 
Washington to send their two chief 
delegates there for a preliminary 
session. 

There was no firm assessment in 
Jerusalem yesterday as to when 
this preliminary session will take 
place, and when the talks 
themselves will get under way 
again. 

Premier Menahem Begin stress- 
ed on Sunday, at a briefing to 
newsmen, that there will be no sub- 
stantive discussion at the 
preliminary session. Israel’s 
delegate, Interior Minister Yosef 
Burg, will be empowered only to 
discuss the date of the resumption 
of the full negotiations, and nothing 
else. 


On the face of it, this seems a 
strange- assignment for the 71-yeajv 
old Burg, and indeed for his Eg£pT 
tian opposite number, Foreign. 
Minister Kamal Hassan All. 

Plainly, though, all three sides 
are interested in holding this date- 
fixing session face-to-face, even 
though It could Just as well be tran- 
sacted by telephone or telex. This is 
because, according to observers in 
Jerusalem, the Linowitz-BurgsAII 
tri-partlte encounter will signify the 
end of the crisis, the termination of 
the suspension of negotiations and 
the overcoming of the awkward 
May 26 "target date." R is a case of 
the meeting per se. rather than the 
content of it. 

Clearly, too, the U.S. was anxious 
to be able to set this meeting, if not 
actually convene it, before next 
Friday 'a EC summit in Venice 
which Is to discuss the Intended 
European peace initiative.

Europe plans to unveil 
Mideast ‘compromise’

WASHINGTON. — A six-point 
‘'compromise” West European 
peace initiative for the Middle East 
will be announced at the Venice 
summit meeting later this week,. 
“The Christian Science Monitor” 
reported yesterday. 


The- newspaper's correspondent 
quoted “very high diplomatic 
sources” as saying that the points 
will : reaffirm Israel's right to exist 
within safe and recognized 
borders : recognize the rights of the 
Palestinians to self-determination; 
criticize Israel’s settlement policy: 
recognize the right of the 
Palestinians to be fully represented 
by people of their own choice at the 
final negotiations concerning their 
fate; and call for a new high-level 
Europe an- Arab dialogue. 

According to the report, the PLO 
will not be specifically mentioned in 
the proposal — nor does the 
declaration contain anything 
directly critical of the Camp David 
agreement. 

Gaston Thorn. Luxembourg’s 


foreign minister and former presi- 
dent of the UN General Assembly, 
will reportedly come to the UN on 
July 21 to read the declaration at 
the opening of a special session of 
the Assembly on Palestinian rights. 

The report went on to Insist that 
the Carter administration is follow- 
ing a double-track policy toward 
the European initiative “in much 
the same way .as it did in 1971 with 
regard to China.” 

“Now. the U.S. has signalled the 
European community that it will 
publicly criticize and denounce the 
Community's latest Initiative. At 
the same time, the U.S. baa en- 
couraged the Europeans 'not to be 
intimidated by this’ and to ‘push 
ahead anyway.*” 

Reliable sources told The 
Jerusalem Poet that U.S. am- 
bassador to the -UN, Donald 
McHenry, is quietly supportive of 
the West European initiative. Ac- 
cording to these sources, McHenry 
has privately told visitors that he 
recognizes an important benefit to 
the U.S. and the Middle East peace 
process by the involvement of the 
Europeans at this time. 


Shamir urges EEC not to 
undermine Mideast peace 


BRUSSELS (AP). — Foreign 
Minister Yit 2 hak Shamir said 
yesterday that any Initiative by the 
nine European Common Market 
countries that “tends to legitimize" 
the Palestinian Liberation 
Organization will undermine peace 
in the Middle East. 

He also urged the Common 
Market to adopt an - "honest 
broker” attitude rather than a pro- 
Palestinian position in a new 
Mideast policy declaration ex- 
pected at the Venice summit* 
meeting on Friday. 

Shamir made the remarks at a 
press conference following 
meetings with Belgian Foreign

The UN has 
recognized the PLO as- the sole 
representative of the Palestinian 
people, he added. .

(Condoned from page one) 
be able to assume its -fair share of 
the burden for internal security and 
public order.” 

The secretary of state was not as 
categorical In rejecting an indepen- 
dent Palestinian state pn the West 
Bank and Gaza as have been Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter ipnd other 
senior U.S. officials In the recent 
past. Carter and the others have 
declared that the U.S. , “opposes” 
such a state. 

Yesterday Muskle adopted a new, 
more complicated formulation, 
which some observers here sensed 
represented a “weakening” of the 
U.B-" ^iVi tidin'. In response to 
questioning, Muskie denied any 
change in U.S. policy oh' this' ex- 
plosive issue although he repeated- 
ly avoided the earlier clearcut op- 
position stated by President Carter. 

“The final status of the West 
Bank and Gaza will he taken up in 
future negotiations,” he said. “The 
U.S., therefore, will oppose any ef- 
fort to use the current talks to lay 
the. foundation for an independent 
Palestinian state or to tie the hands 
of future negotiations in some other 
way.” 

Muskie said the Carter ad- 
ministration would not object to 
new initiatives that further the 
Camp David process. “But we will 
strongly oppose any efforts that 
would derail that process.” he said. 

Besides, Muskie said, the U.8. 
will oppose any effort to use the 
autonomy negotiations “to lay the 
foundation for an independent 
Palestinian state or to tie the hands 
of future negotiations in some other 
way." 

On another key point, he said the 
Carter administration supports 
future negotiations on the “final 
status” of Jerusalem. He said the 
city should remain undivided, with 
free access to its holy places for 
people of ail faiths. 

Muskie said that “for Israel un- 
ilaterally to place settlements on 
the West Bank and Gaza while 
negotiations are in progress runs 
counter to the very purpose of the 
negotiations — to achieve an agree- 
ment all parties can support.” 

Muskie’s speech was made 
following apparently successful 
U.S. efforts to bring Egypt and 
Israel back to tbe autonomy 
negotiating table. (Separate story 
this page.) 


While he said the Carter ad- 
ministration supports future 
negotiations on an* undivided 
Jerusalem’s "final status,” Muskie 
did not say in his brief reference 
what thte administration would like 
to see negotiated. It and previous 
administrations have not recogniz- 
ed Jerusalem as Israel’s capital. 

In addition to the matter of “ex- 
ternal" and “internal” security, 
the other four unresolved autonomy 
issues cited by Muskie are: 

• Land: “The agreement must 
assure the sanctity of private 

. property in. the West Bank and 
Gaza. It must alsa guarantee that 
the way .public land, is,' used during, 
the transition period wUl not^re- 
judice future negotia'tiona on the' 
final status of these territories.” 

• Water: Muskie said Israel and 
the Palestinian self-governing 
authority must find a way to share 
water sources. 

• Powers and responsibilities of 
the self-governing authority: “One 
important principle has already 
been agreed, that most matters 
touching the daily lives of the 
Palestinians of the West Bank and 
Gaza will be under Palestinian con- 
trol when the self-governing 
authority is established. Now the 
negotiators are grappling .with the 
final details of how to implement 
this principle.” 

• Voting rights for East 
Jerusalem Arabs. On other aspects 
of the voting for the self-governing 
authority, Muskie said agreement 
has been completed. 

"These five issues constitute a 
formidable agenda," he said. “But 
if peace is to result, these are the 
Issues that must be settled — within 
the framework of a secure Israel 
and recognition of the legitimate 
rights of the Palestinian people, in- 
cluding their right to participate in 
the determination of their own 
future.” 

Muskie had this warning: “To 
launch some alternative process 
will not make these Issues go 
away.”

Bookkeeping in 
dollars will 
‘launder 5 diamonds 


Post Economic Reporter 

Diamond merchants should be 
allowed to keep their books in 
dollars. The economic cabinet’s 
decision to this effect, to be put 
forward as an amendment to the in- 
come tax law, would also help dia- 
mond merchants "launder” some 
of their capital by permitting them 
to register diamonds at their July 1 
dollar value, regardless of when 
they were bought. 

Yesterday’s decision comes after 
many years of fruitless efforts by 
the tax authorities to draw the dia- 
mond trade into the net of those who 
keep books. But tbe price to be paid 
for the victory Is the “laundering” 
of black capital. 

Diamond merchants who begin to 
keep books prior to July 1 will not 
have to pay taxes on capital gains 
resulting from tbe rise in tbe value 
of the stones from the date on which 
they were acquired to the date of 
registering them on July 1. 

As for what happens after July 1. 
the Finance Ministry will be issuing 
special instructions on how taxes 
are to be levied to take account of' 
differences in tbe exchange rate 
resulting from fluctuations In the 
value of .the shekel. This should pre- 
vent the diamond merchants from 
being too far out of line with tbe rest 
of the economy.

Police, court rap IDF for letting aims vanish

A magistrates court judge and a 
police source yesterday 


senior police source „ w 

roundly criticized the IDF for what 
they called gross negligence in 
safeguarding its ammunition and 

weapons from theft. 

The IDF yesterday played down 
news reports that teenagers have 
been systematically pilfering 
weapons and ammunition from a 
military arms depot. 

According to the army 
spokesman’s office, only smoke 
grenades and- flares were taken by 
.the 12 youths, and there was no 
evidence that any explosive 
material had been stolen. 

In Haifa Magistrates Court, six of 
the suspects were ordered held for 
a further four. days. Six who Had 


already been- questioned were 
released on ball. The Judge said he 
was convinced that all that was in- 
volved was “youthful curiosity.” 

He * said the ammunition store 
offered an irresistible temptation to 
the boys. Those responsible for 
guarding the expensive* and 
dangerous equipment should be . 
called to account, the magistrate 
said. 

It seemed anyone could have 
entered the base and taken away 
ammunition and explosives without 
fear of discovery, he said. He added 
that the whole affair had come to 
Ugbt not because of the alertness of 
those in charge of the store, but 
only because the 17-year-old youths 
themselves had decided that they 
had better own up. He commended 
the bays for doing this. 


The IDF spokesman, however,’ 
maintained that the youngsters had 
been captured red-handed by 
military police, who had. been 
brought in to investigate after a 
hole In the depot’s fence was dis- 
covered. 

. The spokesman said the .base is 
guarded around-the-clock by eight 
rerorirlsts. and the army had set a 
trap which led to the intruders be- 
ing caught red-handed. 

Since, the suspects are all pupils, 
it was decided to han( i the matter 
over to the police and to the civilian 
courts, the spokesman continued. 

A senior police source meanwhile 
charged the .military with 
“criminal” negligence for falling.to 
maintain proper watch over Its 
arms stores. 

. The source said that the depot 


case was not the first of’its Mud- 
Proof of IDF negligence la the great 
quantities of. IDF Arms and am- 
munition which are found in the 
possession of criminals, the police 
said. 

The source noted that data 
published by the IDF Indicate that 
every day at least one gun is lost by 
the army. 

The Jerusalem Poet has 
learned that police sappers have 
often accused the array of 
negligence In controlling arms 
and ammunition. The officers 
claimed that apart from un- 
derworld activities conducted with 
arms and explosives stolen from 
the army, terrorist organizations^ 
have also carried out attacks wijg 
charges stolen from the IDF.

Tehiya MK wants Zayyad’s 
Knesset immunity lifted

Justice Minister Shmuel Tamir

("That's a lie," Zayyad Inter- 
jected.) 

"I don't want to sit in tbe same 
House as such a person,” Cohen 
said. "This is not democracy, this Is 
suicide.' * If necessary, the Immuni- 
ty Law should be changed, she said. 

Zayyad 's speech was also at- 
tacked by Shlomo Ya'acov Gross 
f Agud&t Y Israel) , who said that the 
Nazareth mayor had called for the 
destruction of the State of Israel 
and its replacement by a Palesti- 
nian state. 

By a coincidence. Zayyad was 
scheduled to speak right after 
Cohen, and with the atmosphere 
already electric, Zayyad’s opening 
remarks about Israel's "repressive 
laws” against Arabs did not go un- 
challenged.

Police arrest suspected L'J

Slum dwellers avoid 
eviction from tent city

The government yesterday decid- 
ed not to order the eviction of the 
residents of a tent settlement es- 
tablished early Sunday morning by 
Jerusalem slum-dwellers below 
Malha. And a spokesman for the 
Ohel social action movement, 
which has vowed to set up 30 more 
such settlements around the coun- 
try, declared: “We won't move out, 
ever.” 

“TMa is where we’re staying and, 
with the government’s help, will 
build our homea.’the spokesman 
vowed. 

The -Israel Lands Administration, 
it was learned, has complained, to 
the police that the settlers have fl- 
legaly squatted on Authority land. 
But the police denied receiving any 
formal complaint. - 

The settlers said yesterday that 
an agreement was reached on 
Saturday with MK Samuel Flatto 
Sharon, Who helped finance the 
Malha tent city, to establish a 
further four “settlements" In the 
coming weeks. They will be in 
Jerusalem, Tel Aviv's Hatlkva 
Quarter.' Haifa and Beersheba. 

Another two dozen settlements 
are planned to be established in the 
weeks following, the organisers 
said. They added that some 250 
families had volunteered to take 
part in the venture. 

„ Flatto and- his late-model dark 


green Mercedes were very con- 
spicuous, if somewhat out of place, 
yesterday in the thistle-covered 
Jerusalem hillside where the 
squatters — 41 families — have pkriied 
their orange and green tents, nam- 
ing their settlement “Ohel Moreh." 

Flatto spoke to them in halting 
Hebrew and English, adding an oc- 
casional bon mot in French. 

He told The Jerusalem Post that 
he was “ready to resign from the 
Knesset immediately if the govern- 
ment .promised to provide needy 
young couples with 40,000 flats 
within two years." 

He claimed that his motive In 
helping the Ohel activists was 
altruistic and unconnected to any 
political ambition or interest. He 
also promised to finance the next 
four settlements, and to help raise 
the 33m. needed to set up another 
two dozen. 

Ohel leaders said they had not 
obligated themselves in any way to 
Flatto. They said they would accept 
“anyone's assistance" to solve 
their “terrible housing - problem.” 
The Ohel Moreh squatters yester- 
day gave every appearance of 
preparing for a long stay. - 
Babies were bathed in showers 
from a big yellow water tank, and 
tables and benches went up In a 
communal tent. An infir- 

mary was in the process of. being 
set up, and spokesmen said a 
kindergarten would be In operation 
by the end of the week.

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Hachette gives in to boycott, 
but Egypt gets Israeli press

The distribution of Israeli 
newspapers in Egypt Is continuing 
despite a sudden decision by 
Hacbette, the international, 
French-based company that dis- 
tributed- them for four months, to 
give in to the Arab boycott. 

Hachette’s Cairo branch signed a 
contract with Atlas Distribution 
Company and The Jerusalem Post 
last December agreeing to dis- 
tribute The Post other Israeli 
papers in Egypt starting last 
January 15. Last month, the Israeli 
companies were told that the deal * 
was off. but the Hachette represen- 
tative In Cairo, who came to 
Jerusalem, agreed to continue dis- 
tribution for another two months. 
Shortly after he returned to Cairo, 
the Israelis were told that the 


agreement was being cancelled im- 
mediately, on orders from Hacbette 
In Trance. The distribution com- 
pany had been pressured to do this 
by Arab boycott officials. 

1 A delegation. Including a 
representative of The Post, went to 
Egypt last week and found a new 
distributor — a local Egyptian firm 
with more outlets than Hachette. 
Israeli papers will now reach more 
borne subscribers, as well as major 
hotels' and bookstores, and the 
agent will send cars from Cairo to 
Kantara and from there to El Arista, 
and back to ensure delivery by noon 
the same day. 

The newspaper agreement with 
Atlas, which also imparts Egyptian 
newspapers to Israel, Is the only 
business deal between the two coun- 
tries that has gone on continuously 
and expanded.

Bani-Sadr warns against 
trial of U.S. hostages 
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TEH BRAN (UPI). - President

Bani-Sadr, in his usual restrained 
-style, did not elaborate on the con- 
sequences of an espionage trial, 
Twhich fundamentalist Majlis 
-members are reported to favour. 
.But, he told the newspaper 


■ Ettlaat," "There are many 
assumptions regarding a trial of the 
hostages and there are -many 
obstacles in this direction." ■ 

He warned that “opportunists 
7 have pitted the country and the 
revolution against a real danger," 
and that they could be tried under 
the Islamic constitution. 

In Oslo yesterday, officials said 
that -Iran’s Foreign Minister 
Sadegh Ghotbzadeh will meet with 
leading European Socialists later 
this week to present his country’s 
position on a number of inter- 
national Issues, including the 
_holdlng.of the American hostages. 

Ghotbzadeh was Invited to Oslo 
by former West German Chancellor 
WQIy Brandt, the chairman of the 
Socialist International, which 
meets In Oslo. 


Soviets rejected W. German 
-arms freeze plan — Schmidt 


ESSEN, West Germany (Reuter).

Schmidt, who spoke at the start of 
i-his Social Democratic Party’s 
(SPDl election congress in Essen, 


said the dangers for Europe could 
also Increase if regional conflicts 
elsewhere In the world were not 
resolved. 

’’We shall state this very clearly 
at the end of the month in 
Moscow... for we must make even 
the apparently small contribution' 
that we Germans can achieve 
towards safeguarding peace,” he 
said. 

Schmidt said it would serve the 
Interests of peace if the western 
alliance and the Soviet Union 
agreed to refrain from deployment 
for the next three years, and use the 
Intervening period for talks on 
arms limitations. 


Soyuz-T-2 
cosmonauts 
touch down 


MOSCOW (Reuter). — Cosmonauts 
Yuri Malyshev and Vladimir 
Aksyonov returned to Earth safely 
yesterday after five days aboard 
the experimental Soyuz-T-2 craft, 
the Tasa news agency reported. The 
two cosmonauts came back to earth 
after undocking their craft from the 
orbiting space station Salyut-fi. 

Tass said the landing module 
bearing Malyshev and Aksyonov 
landed on the target area 200 km. 
southeast of Dzhezkazgan in Soviet 
Kazakhstan. 

The two cosmonauts brought 
back the results of research and ex- 
periments carried out on board the 
Salyut. It said. Both were reported 
to be feeling well. 

The two. who also tested new 
spacesuits and helmets of light 
plastic material, spent nearly tour 
days aboard the Salyut-6 with 
cosmonauts Leonid Popov and 
Valery R yum In. who were launched 

two months ago and are expected to 
stay in orbit for several more 
months.

.^newspaper the woman cleared up a 
. serious skin ulcer in only 15 minutes 
■^without the use of drugs. 

A Georgian artist claimed she 
[treated him for headaches by plac- 
;lng her fingers on his face for 


several minutes. He said a feeling 
of heat that lingered on the face 
after the treatment lingered for a 
few days, then went away as did the 
headaches. 

' Some Georgians who have un- 
dergone treatment say that the 
woman will not accept patients with 
such serious disorders as cancer. 

One report has linked Brezhnev’s 
remarkably hearty appearance in 
recent days with possible treatment 
by Davitashvili. But some Western 
diplomats wonder whether public 
rumours are being spread in an 
attempt to embarrass some 
members of the top leadership and 
draw attention to their age and 
health. 


Bolivian palace guards commander 
butts into president’s boudoir 


LA PAZ (UPI). — The commander 
.of Bolivia's palace guard is under 
arrest for what government' 
•sources-said was a li nml^gn attemp t 
to enter President Lidia Gueiler 
Tejada’s bedroom by banging down 
her door with a rifle butt. 

Although the attack came amid 
fears of a military coup, a source 
said “reports that he tried to 
assassinate her are inflated." 

A one-paragraph military state- 
ment said LL Col. .Carlos Estrada 
“has been removed from Us coin-' 
mand and will be placed at the dis- 
posal of a military tribunal for 
trial." 

The sources on Sunday said 
Estrada, visibly drunk, tried to 


enter the woman president’s 
private bedroom on Saturday, us- 
ing the butt of a rifle to bang on the 
door.

Police arrest, 
52 SA pupils 

JOHANNESBURG (UPI) . — Police 
yesterday charged striking pupils 
in Cape Town with swinging clubs 
and arrested 52 of them. In Durban, 
officials expelled 200 Indian pupils 
trying to disrupt classes. 

The actions came as a school 
boycott by non-wblte youths 
entered Its seventh week amid 
wide-spread confusion. 

The coloured (mulatto) student 
group in the Cape that initiated the 
strike against educational dis- 
crimination said students should 
call it off. At the same time, leaders 
of black students, who earlier look- 
ed upon the stay-away by other 
racial groups with suspicion, called 
for wider participation. 

Authorities said they feared that 
the walk-out would continue in an- 
ticipation of next Monday — - the 
fourth anniversary of the Soweto 
riots that left more than 1.000 dead. 
Educational officials, however, 
said the boycott was showing signs 
of breaking down with some 
previously empty schools showing 
improved attendance. 


Turks use torture. 
Amnesty claims 

LONDON (AP)- — Amnesty Inter- 
national yesterday charged that 
Turkish authorities are using 
"widespread and systematic tor- 
ture” against political detainees. 

-At- least three -persona are alleged 
to have died during int err og a tion, 
the- London-based human rights 
organization said in a statement. 

Amnesty said one of Its in- 
vestigating teams visited Turkey 
May 19-30 and found that “In many 
cases there was no evidence that 
those tortured by the authorities 
were in any way connected" with 
the political violence that has s wep t 
Turkey since 1978, claiming some 
3,000 Uves. 

Martial law was imposed in 
December 1978, after a wave of 
political assassinations and is 
currently in force la 21 of Turkey’s 
67 provinces.

McNamara to quit 
the World Bank 

WASHINGTON (AP). — Robert 
McNamara, the former U.S. 
Secretary of Defence who has been 
president of the World Bank since 
1968. announced yesterday he will 
resign from the bank post next 
year. 

McNamara informed the board of 
directors of the 135-nation bank that 
he plans to step down effective June 
30, 1981 when he will be age 65, 
which he said is the traditi on a l age 
of retirement from the post. 

He proposed In a statement that a 
search committee be established to 
choose a successor. 

As Secretary of Defence from 
1961-1968, McNamara played a key 
role In the prosecution of the war in 
Vietnam, both under Presidents 
John Kennedy and Lyndon John- 


IOC moots 
individual bids 
to attend Games 

LAUSANNE. — Leaders bf the In- 
ternational Olympic movement 
yesterday discuased the Im- 
plications of the U.S.-led boycott of 
the Moscow Olympics, including 
requests by some athletes to take 
part In defiance of their 
governments. 

It was the first regular meeting of 
the executive board of the Inter- 
national Olympic Committee (IOC) 
since 29 countries said they would 
stay away from the Games to 
protest against Soviet Intervention 
in Afghanistan. 

But an undisclosed number of 
national sports federations and 
athletes. Including from the U.S., 
want to compete despite boycott 
decisions by their governments or 
national Olympic committees, an 
IOC spokesman said. The Moscow 
organizers have said that they are 
keeping the -door open for late 
applications If. the IOC executive 
board approves them. 

The Puerto Rico bqidng federa- 
tion on Sunday decided to send a 
symbolic delegation to Moscow 
Olympics, according to Lfbert&rio. 
Pere, a member of the Island's 
Olympic committee. 

The vote was 8 to 2 to send 
flyweight boxer Alberto Mercado, 
and It overturned a previous deci- 
sion not to participate. 

Although Its residents have U.S. 
citizenship, Puerto Rico sends Its 
own delegation to the Olympics and 
competes un der, its'- own flag.

Compromise on OPEC price 
agreement seen unlikely 


ALGIERS (AP). — Algerian Presi- 
dent Chadll Ben Jed Id yesterday 
urged a militant approach at the 
start of oil price talks by the divided 
world oil cartel, while leading 
members predicted the rejection of 
a proposed price compromise. 

Barring unforeseen surprises, 
conference sources predicted the 
meeting would end without an 
agreement on a unified price for 
erode oil, and Kuwait's oil minister, 
All Khalifa al-Sabah, said prices 
were likely* to remain at about their 

present- level. ■ 

“I don’t expect any drastic price 
increases during the second half of 
1980." he told reporters during the 
opening session. 

The Algerian president told the 
13-nation Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC) that "our organization 
must avoid squandering this 
strategic raw material, oil. 

"We must set reasonable prices, 
prices that are capable of dis- 
suading profligate consumption by 
imp orters." 


His statement was widely Inter- 
preted as an open Invitation to 
OPEC members to reduce their 
production and Increase prices. 

Saudi Arabia’s oil minister. Sheik 
Ahmed ZakfYamani. said that he 
was pessimistic that an agreement 
could be reached. Saudi Arabia is 
the world’s largest exporter of 
crude oil. 

Yamani was under pressure from 
OPEC moderates to raise the Saudi 
price from the current $28 & barrel 

to $32 in a compromise bid to end 
the pricing disarray. 

Ministers from Iraq and Qatar, 
said they supported the $32 price. 

But Libya. Iran, Algeria, Nigeria 
and others stood firm by their c&U 
to sell for as much as they can get. 
Algeria has OPEC's highest price 
at $38.21 a barrel. 

Since February 1979, each 
member state has set its own 
prices, a policy that was expected 
to continue at least until November, 
when the organization's heads of 
state are to meet In Baghdad.

— Paul Dijoud, 
French- minister for overseas 
departments and territories, flew to 
London yesterday for talks on the

Dijoud Is due to make a state- 


ment in the National Assembly to- 
day on the French position. regar- 
ding the May 28 coup in which Jim- 
my Stevens, bead of the French 
lang ua g e minority, seized power on 
Eapiritu Santo island, breaking off 
relations with the central govern- 
ment of Premier Walter Uni. 

• Officials said no agreement haa 
been reached between Stevens and 
French resident commissioner' 
Jacques Robert, who met with the 
insurgent leader at Eapiritu Santo 
over the opposition of Uni’s govern- 
ment.

The Uriells came to Beersheha 
and .the Shoraahlm school after 
many years of helping problem

area. New buildings are now going 
up on the grounds of the school 
which Is located In the Neve Not 
quarter. One of these buildings is 
nearly completed, thanks to the 
generosity of two English Jewish 
philanthropists, Hyman and Irene 
Kreitman.

MEHV YAHEL. directs the centre. 
He holds a coveted fourth-degree 
black belt and is a product of the 
Shot ok an school, or Japanese varie- 
ty of karate. He was trained in 
Paris and regularly returns to 
France for booster shots. He 
demonstrated some of his skill 
between the brown and black belt 
finals. First he- warded off a knife- 
wielding attacker, neutralizing the 
.weapon effortlessly with various 
blows and throws. Seeing the knife, 
the audience leaned forward as one 
man with hearts rising to their 
throats — until It was revealed that 
the knife was made of rubber. 

Gracefully and confidently, Melr 
then took on two opponents slashing 
away at him with swords. Again, as 


. they lunged at him, he made them 
easy victims of his highly trained 
hands and feet. 

“People have complete trust In 
Melr, because they know he is 
working for them,” Meir Gan- Or 
says admiringly of his esteemed 
mentor of many years. 

Melr Gan-Or, originally of Seattle, 
Washington, has also accumulated 
many years of karate experience 
under his black belt. 

How do you train people not to 
wince when they see a fist or foot 
flying into their faces? “It's part of 
the control which comes after years 
of training,” he replied. 

Gan-Or explained that karate 
combines four elements: timing, 
distance, aim, and the concentra- 
tion of all one's physical and mental 
energy on one purpose. One point, 
one blow, one explosion containing 
the entire force of the body. 

Judging from the Meir Gan-Or’s 
quiet manner, the controlled 
violence of karate seems to have 
bred In him tranquillity and inner 
peace. He happily admitted that he 
has never had to use his art In self- 
defence. 

KARATE Is also an invigorating 
form of excercise. Adi Fulkmar, 
sow 56, started three-and-a-half 
years ago as an ageing and flabby 
man. Today he is an agile holder of 
a brown belt.

The Ariel 
ensemble has become a valuable 
asset to our chamber music scene.

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A different kind of town house 


JERUSALEM’S Ramat Hagolan Street is a 
favourite with Israelis seeking alternatives 
to the better-than-average suburban apart- 
ment block found in the capital’s Ramat 
"Elshkol district. One unconforming town 
■hduse in particular elegantly stands out from 
t(us assorted cluster of family homes, 
remarkably similar in their bare stone 
j&cades, unfinished rock gardens, clear- 
■pjtned windows and ornamental patios open 
to inquiaitive passers-by. 

The house is owned by Jerusalem architect 
gVraham Tamir who designed and did the in- 
ferior decorating with his wife, Ronni, from 
Israeli materials. From the road it is 
g*fjdestly silhouetted against a Judean 
.gfcyline marked by the outerlying Jewish 
neighbourhood, Ramot, the Tomb of the 
Rvophet Samuel and the Arab village, 
ShUa'fat. The house occupies an irregular 

S 2FTO sq. metre plot and the marble-like finish 
its stone walls accentuates its pleasing 
5S. Considerable thought was given to in- 
idual privacy, hon^ely comfort, natural 
ventilation, economy, and garden colour. 

. tall rough wall surrounds the house, its 
harshness softened by grape-vines twining 
Ogfif its outer side. A pecan tree planted op- 
posite a heavy wrought-iron gate faces the 
entrance opening on to a miniat ure court- 
yard. The front door is massive, weighing 
300 kilos and made of imported Finnish pine 
&M embossed with strips of local Jerusalem 
l?ine. Reminiscent of mediaeval European 
tensions, the door swings open on to a single 
qqntral hallway leading to every part of the

"Immediately beyond the door a plain 
yehow carpeted staircase spirals comfor- 
tably to the family’s sleeping quarters. 
Tffese consist of a TV-rumpus room, a 
irathroom and two bedrooms for the Tamirs’ 
qajjldren, Doron and Nurit, a parental suite 
Ronni 's study. The staircase twists up to 
t fig- attic on the third landing under the roof. 
It is surely the dream of every artist and 
writer and its sloping, triangular-shaped 
vrindow, commanding an ‘unrestricted view 
ot* : the stony, olivetree-dotted hills, can be 
c'tnppletely opened by means of a pulley 
chain. 

..The living-room downstairs is to the right 
of ^ the staircase and is divided off from the 
kitchen by a waist-high sideboard running 
out* from behind a white pillar to the opposite 
wall. The dining-room is part of the kitchen 
and the large, round table there is used both 
for family meals and more festive occasions. 
Asr-a rule, though, guests are part of the fami- 
ly and a self-contained suite is located on the 
same floor.

the laundry, serving as a thoroughfare 
between the back patio and the service en- 
trance at the end of the wide, smooth cobble 
path leading from the main gate. The near 
absence of partition walls on the ground level 
makes for spacious living while the arrange- 
ment of furniture promotes family 
togetherness. 

The sleeping quarters on the second level 
are designed to give maximum privacy and 
relaxation. Built-in wardrobes are replaced 
with walk-in closets. The tall ceilings are 
slanted at a different height in each 
bedroom, made possible by the sloping roof; 
and simple rafters lower the ceilings for in- 
timacy. 

Apart from a few generations-old family 
heirlooms, furnishings are simple and 


chosen for comfort and economy. The un- 
painted walls are in their plaster original, 
common throughout Israeli homes. A wall- 
to-wall felt carpet covers the concrete floors 
in all bedrooms. All woodwork is varnished 
dark brown, Including the doors which are 
prefabricated to Israeli standards, but look 
more solid because of the added panel strips. 

Everything is modest. The children each 
have two upholstered rubber-foamed mat- 
tresses in their bedrooms, large study tables, 
comfortable chairs and suitable lighting. 
Here they are free to entertain their friends. 
In the bathrooms the floors are covered with 
stone tiles and the walls with inexpensive 
Israel Lapid ceramic tiles. The same goes 
for the parental suite. The bed unorthodox- 
ically stands away from the wall, leaving 


enough space to slide the bedding into a 
closet at the back of the head. There are no 
dressers and no mirrors, and cosmetics are 
transferred into the large bathroom. * 

The twin sinks in the kitchen, the wash 
basin and the lavatpry bowls In the 
bathrooms are made of regular white 
enamel. Towels, bed sheets and linen are 
also stored there in chests of drawers made 
of Israeli-produced “sibit" — compressed 
wood shavings, given a laminated finish. . 

Suspended light fixtures are done away 
with, except over the dining-room table and 
the bed in the parental suite. Instead, 
reading lights are. focussed from the ceiling 
on to the sofa and the armchairs in the living- 
room while in the kitchen, the bathrooms, 
fixe children’s rooms and studies, fluorescent

An opt 
log fire in the living-room gives off i 
aromatic olive scent in winter; while Don 
directly above benefits from the extra he 
funnelled by the chimney through his roox 
The ceiling in the living room is accoustict 
ly sealed to reduce echoes from the secoi 
floor and to stifle noise on the ground floe 
Radiator piping la centrally located under 
upholstered, hollow sofa in the rumpus rooi 
Cooking smells are sucked out of the g 
range through a perforated stone vent pip 
and on the back patio Ronni hangs out h 
washing on a fold-away, umbrella-ahap 
clothes line supported by & heavy marl 
table.

summer's day, the interior is 
refreshingly cool. This, despite the 
fact that there is neither a fan nor 
an air conditioner. 

But this is not the outstanding 
feature of Yona Adanl's domain. 
The sparkling cleanliness; not a 
speck of dust anywhere, would give 
any housekeeper a complex for life. 

Mrs. Adani doesn't see anything 
unusual about her home. She is a 
typically fastidious Yemenite, who 
couldn't live in anything other than 
an immaculate environment. Yet, 
she is not obsessive in her cleaning 
habits. She has two simple 
philosophies: "Never put off till 
tomorrow what you can do today,” 


and "don't bite off more than you 
can chew.” 

Her ainks (meat and milk) are 
never piled with dirty dishes and 
she's very methodical about the 
manner in which she allocates her 
time to household chores. 

Untempted by the flood of im- 
ported cleaning agents. Mrs. Adani 
relies on two main Israeli products 
— Ama and Bareket. She scorns the 
modern electrical appliances 
designed to take the tedium out of 
housekeeping, although she con- 
fesses to occasionally using her 
washing machine — "but not for 
curtains," which are hand-washed 
In the bath. 

Starting in the kitchen, Mrs. 
Adani advises that the beat way to 
avoid grease spots is to make sure 
that cooking is splatter-free. It la 
much easier to wash the Ud of a pot 
or a frying pan than to have to

scrub the top of the stove. In cases 
where oil has to be heated to a cer- 
tain temperature for fried foods, 
she lifts the lid off the pan at & slight 
angle with one hand, and slides the 
food in with the other after having 
previously lowered the flame to 
reduce the splatter impact. 

Pots which have stubborn food 
particles adhering to the base pose 
bo problems. She soaks them In a 
combination of lemon juice and 
water. (It works; I tried it at home 
afterwards and wondered why I 
had spent years chafing the akin off 


my fingers with scouring powder.) 
Mrs. Adani removes grease stains 
from pots and pans by soaking 
them in Kleen diluted in water. 

For a food spot on a tablecloth, 
she applies Ama to the soiled area 
only and later washes the whole 
cloth. 

Some of us who still wear gar- 
ments which require pressing, 
would be lost without a steam iron. 
Not so Mrs. Adani, who still puts 
her faith In the old-fasMoned. heavy 
fiat iron. She dampens - the clothes 
first, then folds the whole pile in a 


bundle to preserve the dampness 
till she gets to the last item. 

The easiest and probably- -the 
> fastest w»y to remove dusfcfrqm the ; 
walls is to use a vacuum.ple&iipr or 
at second best, a straw broom. Mrs. 
Adani prefers a dry sponge. She 
then uses another sponge to wash 
down the walls with a teaspoon of 
window cleaner diluted in a cup of 
water. To finish off the Job, she goes 
over the walls with a dry cloth. 

European women have a tenden- 
cy to put a sheen on their windows 
with newsprint. Having explored 
this system, I can vouch for its 
results, but it takes a lot of elbow 
grease. Mrs. Adani confines herself 
to window cleaner and a soft cloth. 
But then she's luckier than I am, 
because she doesn’t have a huge 
eucalyptus tree outside her win- 
dows. leaving an imprint with 
every breath of wind. I’ve dis- 


covered that the easiest way to 
wash my windows, which are the 
swing-out 1 type, 1* to remove them 
from the hinges, take them to the 
bath, spqnge them with cream- 
and hose them down wifh'the "hand* 
shower.

THERE IS no sense in cleaning the 
windows during the winter months. 
The rain washes off most of the salt 
spray when the sea Is stormy, and 
the wind eventually blows off the 
sand and twigs and dead leaves that 
it put there in the first place, but a 
filmy deposit remains. 

But now that the sun can be 
counted on. the Job moves up to the 
top of the list of priorities. In the in- . 
s latent and unmerciful rays the 
glass shows up streaked, blotched 
and spotted and endless. It appears 
to be a graveyard for dead insects, 
shrivelled to sticky blobs. Bird 
droppings, green and glutinous, add 
splashes of colour. It must take a 
conscious effort for a bird to 
decorate us thus. We are protected 
by an overhang directly above ua, 
so they have to hurl their offerings 
sideways. An ornithological game 
one wonders, or an elaborate cour- 
ting ritual amongst our feathered 
friends? 

In England a cheerful young man 
used. to come every third Thursday 
with his bucket. ladders and 
polishers, getting from me only 
some warm water and 7 shillings 
and 8 pence.

The inane grin 
and the twanging ukelele of the 
Lancashire comic had raised the 
status- of window cleaners 
everywhere, and the whistling of 
the Window Cleaners' anthem was ~ 
a signal of his regular arrival. 

Now, tiptoeing fearfully on the 
narrow ledge outside the living 
room, I yearn for Mm deeply. It 
seemed such a good idea last spring 
to move the windows to the edge of 
the verandah, but the consequences 
were not made clear to me at the 
time. If we are to see anything of 
the summer foliage and limpid 
Mediterranean, transparency will 
have to be restored. I am obliged to 
hold my body in profile, one foot 
behind the other, but both arms 
forward, like an Egyptian carving.

out at this hour but heaven help an 
unwary visitor with a heavy tread. .

There are alternatives to this 
balancing act: A ladder. If I could 
find one high and steady enough. 
But that would involve a partner to 
hold It. Walking under ladders 
doesn't give me a qualm, but stan- 
ding on the top of one makes me 
very nervous. A sling from the roof, 
like those used by sailors for pain- 
ting ships would be ideal or a 
builder's scaffold with a wide plat- 
form ; but then it would he cheaper 
to get new windows. 

When I step inside, every muscle 
aching, dizzy and tired but' 
triumphant, the difference can be 
seen. The. windows are not exactly 
clean, as every swathe ' is clearly 
visible, but they can be seen to have 
been cleaned. In the absence of 
George Formby or similar, that's 
the best that can be expected. 


Confessions of 
a female painter 

Judy Siegel does her thing on top. of a ladder. 


MY ALTERNATE career as a 
housepainter was launched when I 
was 10 years old. The man whom 
my father had hired to paint our 10 - 
room house on Ocean Parkway in 
Brooklyn was so sloppy and slow 
that I said indignantly: "Why, I 
could do better than that myself!" 

My father quickly took up the 
challenge, and offered me a supple- 
ment to my monthly allowance if 
my "artistry" proved better than 
the professional's. 

From then, until Heft home after 
college to come on aliya. I painted 
every room in the house — ■ ceilings, 
walls and trim — except for the 
wood-panelled basement and the 
fully tiled master bathroom. 

When I had run out of rooms to 
paint and searched for a more 
challenging canvas, I decided to 
paint the entire exterior of the two- 
storey house. That memorable 
summer, I balanced myself atop a 
tall ladder and, using a mohair 
roller lengthened by a metre-long 
extension pole, gave the stucco a 
new coat of white. 

The sight stopped traffic In Flat- 
bush. Neighbours and passersby 
either worried that I would fall and 
break my neck — or else they 
offered me a job at their house. 

Painting In Israel has .been 
easier, because I live in an apart- 
ment instead of a "villa." But here, 
without Sundays off, there is a lot 
less time to do it In. In addition to 
painting my own flat from top to 
bottom. I did my brother's apart- 
ment four years ago as a wedding 
present. Now that he has three 
small children and a lot of smudgy 
fingerprints on the wall, it’s time 
to take out the brushes again. 

■ While in New York I was treated 
tike anyone else in paint supply 
shops. But the sight of a female 
purchasing paints in Israel Is still a 
rarity. The man behind the counter 
invariably looks at me 'quizzically, 
as if I haven’t a clue about which 
end of the brush is for holding. But I 
don't let that bother me. 

There are two kinds of 
housepainters: the yekke type who 
does everything he can to prevent 
spills and post-painting cleanup; 
and the easygoing type who thinks 
it’s just as easy to clean up later. I 
strongly recommend the former. 
You're likely to be so tired when 
you finish painting that you won't 
have the strength to scrape poorly 
aimed paint off windows and floors 


nr even wasn it out of your hair. . 

Many amateur painters ya£ 
newspapers to cover the floor. But 
as a journalist, it Is always painful 
to nee one's articles desecrated for 
such a profane task. Anywair, 
newspapers tear and wet paint 
makes them stick together. 
better to use An old sheet or canvas 
dropcloth. : 

The last few years have seen the 
introduction of a whole gamut, of 
new gadgets for painting. One's 
choice is a matter of personal 
preference. In addition to thlpk 
brushes there are rollers with haffi 
of varying length, depending -oh 
whether you're painting flat ‘auri 
faces or textured ones like stucco, A 
recent Innovation Is the paint pad; 
■available in various sizes, which 
allows you to glide over the waUtf 
and other flat surfaces without 
leaving brush marks. 

Invest In a strong aluminium 
ladder if you plan a long pAinttnfi 
career. A wobbly one is dangerpud 

— if you break a leg, the doctor Mils 
will prove more expensive than' 'a 
stable ladder. One with a pl&tfofrn 
on the top for holding the paint -to 
best. If It lacks one. you can hang 
the paint from a step of the ladder 
by bending a wire coat hanger. 

The type of paint to use to ‘a. 
matter of controversy. I had never 
heard of whitewash — natural or 
synthetic — in America, exce^pt- 
fcom a reading of "Tom Sawyer." 
Israelis are aghast when they hoar, 
that I use only plastic paint on wgiis. 
and ceilings, warning me that 
bathroom and kitchens have -to; 
“breathe." But I’ve never had any' 
problem with plastic In these' 
rooms. Whitewash is cheaper, bur 
plastic paint doesn't turn to powder' 
and Is scrubbable. • • 

For some inexplicable reason.' 
Israeli manufacturers doit'fc- 
produce a semi-gloss latex paint 
like those easily available .ia, 
America. They don't smell like ttie 
glossy oil-based paints, but they 
have enough shine for painting In- 
door wood trim. And, since they drfe- 
water soluble, you can wash up with 
soap and water Instead of turpefn-.' 
tine. So why don't local companies 
make it? , . , - 

In the end, you'll find that ydUr 
hard work pays off, not only in cost 

— doing it yourself costs about one- 
third or 1 ess than hiring, a 
professional — but In looks, tqo.

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;Tn the era of peace with Egypt -- 

Gaza industry eager 
for new markets

Political tensions notwithstan- 
ding'. scores of manufacturers in the 
Gaza Strip, almost none of whom 
‘.were In business only a decade ago. 
are today looking forward to a new 
era of expansion and progress. They 

* hope that peace with Egypt and the 
. .recently signed economic pact will 
. enable there to place their products 
-:.tA Egyptian markets and, possibly, 

.even display them in other Arab' 
countries, where "Made in Gaza" 
..labels may lure many customers. 

. . .Gaza's rapid industrial develop- 
-■{nent hardly lags behind the 
revolutionary progress made since 
1967 in the Strip’s agriculture. Far 
' behind other Arab industry (Nablus 
soap and matches, Hebron glass 
and pottery), Gaza industrial 
production In the mid-1960s under 
Egyptian military government, was 
almost entirely confined to 
-^primitive hand weaving. A total of 
'770 production units reached an an- 
nual output worth some 000,000 
Egyptian pounds. 

Toward s th e Six Day War even 
■ that industry was in a recession, 
.when the Egyptians permitted the 
import of cheap textile products. 

- At the time of the Israeli occupa- 
tion some 220 workshops were 

* operating in Gaza town, with a total 
.of 1.750 workers. But soon 60 of 

* these closed down. Terrorism in the 
.Strip was at its climax and 


"collaborators" with the Israelis 
were being killed by the dozens. But 
those Gazans in such handicrafts as 
pottery, rug weaving and wicker 
furniture, mostly small family 
enterprises, who braved those dif- 
ficult first years, found themselves 
deluged with ojrders. 

During, the beginning of 1972, the 
first time Gaza was really free of 
terrorism and people no longer 
feared intimidation, textile produc- 
tion rose 22 per cent over the same 
period in 1971. Food production rose 
43 per cent. The number of workers 
in local industry rose from 1,300 in 
1968 to 4,660 In 1971. The number of 
plants with more than five workers 
went up from 57 to 289 in the same 
period. 

hi mid-1972 Israel's own Industry* 
started subcontracting with Gaza 
manufacturers, helping them with 
know-how, the acquisition of 
modern machinery and loans. Such 


contacts were mainly in the fields of 
textiles (ready-made dresses), 
plastics (shoes), and building 
materials (tiles and bricks). 

Figures began to Jump up: from 57 
workshops employing over five 
workors in 1988, to over 300 in 1972. 
The total number of workers reach- 
ed more than 4,300. 

This development was aided by 
two other factors. The fact that 
thousands of Gazans were working 
inside Israel In modern industrial 
enterprises, where they gained 
much experience in handling 
sophisticated machinery and at- ■ 
tained positions as foremen. About 
a thousand others got training 
at the newly constructed Gaza in- 
dustrial park, near Kibbutz Erez. 
Hie park was originally set up in the 
early 1970s on the border between 
Israel and the Strip especially for 
Gaza enterprises, but it had 
gradually been taken over by 
Israeli firms, after Gazans had 
hesitated to move into the zone. 

Gazans gradually found the 
means to raise their own capital, 
largely in the family circle. With 
loana from the military 
government's department for trade 
and industry In Gaza, they were 
able to set up -a whole range of 
small, yet modern industrial plants 
equipped with modern machinery.

The pride of Gazans is not con- 
fined to their seven Ultra-modern 
citrus packing plants '(none of which 
existed before 1967), but also In 
plants .making tissue and toilet 
paper, solar water heaters, TV 
assembly plants and soft drink fac- 
tories. 

Tbday industry accounts for 14 
per cent of Gaza’s gross production. 

It employs close to 5,000 workers In ‘ 
22 branches, operating in over 600 
roduction units. 

After years of hesitation Gaza’s 
industrialists are now ready to 
move into the industrial zone at 
Erez opened by Israel and the first 
three Arab plants have already 
been allocated building plots there. 
Abdul Rahman Darbieh’s factory 
for aluminium cooking nt' T i i rn* is ' 
the first to start production there. 

Says Rajab Saraj, director- 
general of the Strip’s Department of 
Trade and Industry: 'There is no 
doubt that this area has made con- 
siderable progress in industrializa- 


tion during the last five years." 
Saraj is convinced that future 
prospects depend to a great extent 
on the extent to which Egypt will 
support Gaza’s Industry through 
customs exemptions and other help. 

One thing seems clear to Saraj, 
Gaza’s industry has been in- 
creasingly shaped to the needs 6f 
the Israeli market and in fact is an 
integral part of Israel’s industry. 

Hie Gaza Strip has a number of 
Important potential factors 
favour abe to Industrial develop- 
ment. They are: cheaper labour, 
low local taxes, and manufacturers 
ready to invest great amounts of 
family capital. 

Here is one example of this 
progressive spirit. The Gaza and 
Southern Villages Bus Company, 
which holds a' pre-1967 permit to 
operate between Gaza and Cairo, 
has just invested ILiBm. for the 
purchase of eight Mercedes buses 
which are soon to renew Gaia's link 
with Egypt.

Interest on tax arrears 96% soon

Interest on arrears to the tax 
authorities will rise by a third next 
month. The interest rate will jump 
from 72 per cent to 96 per cent on 
July l. The Jerusalem Post learned 
yesterday.

1977 sales were TL200m., and last 
year they rose to U-SOQm, This year 
they should top the XL1.5b. mark.

Israel Kosloff, who was bom in 
Jerusalem, but who studied 
chemicals engineering in the U.S., 
where he also worked, returned to 
Israel with the founding of the 
State.

Under his management the plant, 
has grown into an industrial com- 
plex whose exports In 1977 stood at

tripled, to $16m., in 1979. The plant 
employs .650 persons. 

Avr&ham Shapiro “Is not a 
manager who only sits at board 
meetings — his hand, direction and 
advice are felt in every phase of the 
production of rugs and artiScal furs 
produced at Caesarea under the 
trade ^ames of Carmel and BlenolL 

“It is hard to Imagine the 
development town of : Or Aklva 
progressing at such a rapid rate 
without the nearby factories 
employing some 1,100 workers,” 
the award notes. 

The plant started off with 20 
workers and a turnover of about 
IL50.000 several years ago; today. 
It employs more than 1,100 and has 
a turnover of about HAb. 

Shapiro also serves as adviser for 
the Blenoit company in the U.S. 
which is the ‘‘mother" at the local 
undertaking.

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The shadow of Sharon 

THAT DECENT and right-thinking man. Simha Ehrlich, leader 
( despite his recent demotion a notch or two) of the Liberal Par- 
ty, and deputy prime minister, cannot really be serious. . 

For what earthly reason would there be for Arik Sharon, the 
agriculture minister, once he reached the pinnacle of power, to 
put "Reb Simha,** of all people on his very first list of nominees 
for a detention camp? On its face, the idea is more than a little 
absurd. 

But the possibility that Mr. Sharon — if he became, say, 
defence minister — might try to scrap Israel's democratic 
system appears to have occurred to more than one person even 
at the cabinet table itself. 

This may sound strange, happening as it does in this country, 
but it Is a fact. 

An outstanding field commander, Arik Sharon was once 
denied the post of chief-of-saff because of fear of what he might 
do in that job — namely to treat his foreign foes as though he 
was engaged in active war with them, and his domestic adver- 
saries as though they were similar to foreign foes., 

That is in effect what Mr. Ehrlich suggested in his letter to 
party member Shlomo Yarkoni, which he himself rushed to 
make public. Nor was it the first occasion on which Mr. Erhlich 
aired these sentiments on the subject of Mr. Sharon. 

Premier Begin, too, seemed to share them last week, but only 
briefly. He told Mr. Ehrlich, his deputy, in a private conversa- 
tion, that he would not appoint Mr. Sharon defence minister, 
because Arik might then ring the prime minister’s office with 
tanks and bring down the government. The faithful Mr. Ehrlich 
promptly leaked this morsel of news too. 

Now Mr. Begin Is cl aiming he meant it all In jest, mere jest. A 
funny sort of jest, this, considering what is known of the inner 
wellsprings of joke-making. Mir. Begin is, of course, entitled to 
his retraction, which he offered at the last cabinet session. But 
he should not be surprised if many people view his retraction as 
self-demeaning, for the purpose of keeping bis government in- 
tact. 

Mr. Ehrlich declined Mr. Begin’s invitation to follow suit. In 
the circumstances, this was a bold gesture. But perhaps not bold 
enough. . . 

If Mr. Ehrlich thinks Mr. Sharon is not merely wrong-headed 
but a potential danger to Israel’s democracy, should he not take 
some more drastic action to save the people from Mr. Sharon? 
Like bringing down this government, right now, thus hastening 
Mr. Sharon's political demise? Or does Mr. Ehrlich propose to 
neutralize Mr. Sharon by just staring angrily at him from 
across the cabinet table? 

The same question might well be put, with even greater 
justice, to some of Mr. Ehrlich's ministerial colleagues, who 
have expressed themselves privately In even stronger terms on 
this matter. But they are all hopelessly glued to their seats at 
the price of their convictions and even prestige.

THERE ARE no doubt weightier matters on Finance Minister 
Hurvitz's mind those days than the fate of this or that govern- 
ment enterprise, even if that enterprise happens to be El At 
Nevertheless, as the conscientious housekeeper he wishes to 
be, he is duty-bound (even more than Transport Minister Lan- 
dau, from whom so little Is lately being heard) , to make it une- 
quivocally clear what the government's intentions are with 
regard to El Al. 

The effort to get the national airline into shape and out of the 
red Is one of file few laudable activities cf the prese nt administra- 
tion. But success is still far from assured. Certainly this year, 
and probably also next, El Al will keep accumulating losses. 

Two successive Israeli governments repeatedly threatened to 
close down El Al if the airline proved unable to operate efficient- 
ly and profitably. As a kind of Sword of Damocles hung over the 
heads of the airline’s unruly workers, this was effective up to a 
point. But conditions have changed, and now the threat is 
becoming counter-productive. 

Previously the idea seemed to be that £3 Al should be dis- 
mantled and re-formed as a wholly new national airline, with a 
different organizational set-up and improved labour relations. 

There was apparently never any real intention to divest Israel 
of Its own civilian air-arm. From a purely economic view, point, 
it might be preferable for Israel to let foreign airlines carry 
passengers and cargoes to and from it at a loss. But a country as 
vulnerable as Israel plainly must have an airline committed to 
serving it In fair weather, or foul, and in safe as well as perilous 
skies. 

Security is in this case no less important a consideration than 
economy. 

E3 Al's problems are mainly of two kinds. One is that rising 
fuel prices have made some of its fleet uneconomic. The other is 
that labour relations between the work force and the manage- 
ment, though vastly improved, are still brittle. 

Further progress in overcoming these difficulties will not be 
helped by a media campaign, from whatever quarter, which 
makes it appear as thoughEl Al were up for sale fora song. The 
mobilization of the funds needed to acquire fuel-saving aircraft 
is unlikely to be aided by placing a question mark over the com- 
pany's future. 

Still less la it likely that El AT a employees, whose acceptance 
of massive staff reductions and pay cuts made possible the 
progress of the last six months, will readily cooperate in a 
scheme calculated to keep their source of livelihood in doubt. 

The government should make it clear that no fly-by-night 
operators, nor any gold-diggers anxious to cash in on El Al's 
current — and it is hoped, temporary — plight, will he con- 
sidered an acceptable substitute for a regular national carrier.

The U.S. explained that it did not 
veto 471 (but merely abstained), 
because it in its view 471 did not 
contradict 242. Then, along comes

traxy. 471 DID contradict 242. 

In other words* according to 
Israel, the Security Council has now 
“amended” or “superseded" 242 by 
471 (in the section relating to Israeli 
withdrawal). The council cannot 
formally "amend” or "supersede" 
its' past resolutions. What it can do 
is pass new resolutions which con- 
tradict the older ones and thereby 
Implicitly amend or supersede 
them. This, according to Israel, is 
what happened last Thursday.

In that important political 
sense. 242 cannot be invalidated. 
New resolutions, moreover, which 
come to “supersede” 243 wouldnot 
be accepted by Israel, and thus they 
would not achieve the political 
significance of 242.

Ben-Gurion’s way 

MARTIN SIEFF speculates on how Israel’s first prime 
minister would have responded to the challenges confron- 
ting the nation today. 


BEN-GURION must be spinning In 
hie grave. All the principles on 
which he built up tbe state have 
been forgotten at a time when they 
are more necessary than ever. 

Ben-Gurion grasped the central 
Importance of Jerusalem to the 
Jewish state, and during the War of 
bidependence he stripped the other 
fighting fronts to concentrate on It. 

Today, he would recognize that 
the moves of the European 
Economic Community towards a 
comprehensive Middle East peace 
pose on equally grave political 
threat to Israel’s capital, while the 
physical and diplomatic resources 
to defend it have been wasted on tbe 
issue of West Bank settlements. 

Land was not sacred to Ben- 
Gurion. For him, it was more im- 
portant what Israel did with the 
land it held. He refrained from 
attempting to take the West Bank in 
1949, and thereafter tried to concen- 
trate settlement priorities on the 
Negev and Galilee. He would not 
have tried to settle Judea and 
Samaria without the settlers to ac- 
tually live there. He would not have 
bitten off more than he could chew. 

UNLIKE the present government, 
Ben-Gurion understood priorities; 
that you had to choose the most im- 
portant targets on which to concen- 
trate scarce resources. He would 
not have spent an dgara on West 
Bank settlements if he could help 
it ; rather, he would have poured all 
those resources into Galilee, 
recognizing the grave security and 
demographic dangers in the north. 
He would have directed that effo r t 
where it would not be wasted,' 
where It could do the most good.

MEDITERRANEAN- 
DEAD SEA PROJECT 

To the &&tor of The Jerusalem Pott 

Sir, — Despite the acute energy 
crisis, our government does not 
seem to be in a hurry to start work 
on the Mediterranean-Dead Sea 
project. If the delay in its execution 
is unavoidable, it may be 
worthwhile considering a much 
bigger project with the passive 
collaboration of Jordan. If a dam 
could be constructed across the 
Dead Sea In the region of the Lis an 
Pe n i n sula jutting from the Jorda- 
nian mainland, a power station 
much larger than the one planned 
at present can be built. As compen- 
sation, a portion of tbe power 
generated may have to be sold to 
Jordan at reasonable coat. * 

The . idea of sharing natural 
resources between unfriendly 
neighbouring countries to their 
mutual advantage is not new. A 
precedent in tbe not too distant past 
is the Indus Waters Treaty signed 
by India and Pakistan in i960. The 
International Bank of Reconstruc- 
tion and Development acted as the 
arbitrator and afterwards the 
International Bank helped Pakistan 
for the construction of the 
necessary Irrigation works. 

A joint venture of this nature will 
benefit both Israel and Jordan. A 
useful by-product of the project will 
of course be the consolidation of 
peace in our area.

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have howled, and he would have 
crushed them, as he crushed rioters 
at the Knesset in 1951 over German 
reparations and as he stopped the 
Altalena. 

He would have said now, as he 
said then, that the state could only 
exist within the Rule of Law; that 
there could be no private armies. 

Both Gush Emunim and Peace 
Now would have received short 
Bhrlft from him, as did the Irgun 
and the P&lmach in the War of 
Independence. 

In foreign affairs, he would have 
been horrified at Israel's total 
world isolation. He took pains never 
to go to war without at least one 
great power behind him. He did not 
revel in world isolation as a sign of 

righteousness. 

Although he claimed that what 
the Jews did was more important 
than what the goyim said, be made 
great efforts to build diplomatic 
bridges. In particular, he would 
have attached top priority to mak- 
ing Israel useful and amenable as 
far as possible to tbe Interests of 
her great power backer. He would 
have regarded public lecturing of 
Washington as madness. Unlike 
some of bis successors, Ben-Gurion 
bad read Claus ewitz. 

IN DEFENCE, Ben-Gurion would 
have favoured self-sufficiency in 
weapons as far as possible. But be 
would not have been simply a 
materialist. He would have agreed 
with Chief-af-Staff Rafael Eh tan 
that the greatest military priority 
was in rebuilding tbe morale of tbe 
citizen army. 

He would have sacked all army 
commanders over the age of 45, all 
men who have been in senior com- 


mand positions for a decade. He 
would have distrusted tbe develop- 
ment of an elite officer caste and a 
hardening of, the arteries in terms 
of general staff doctrine that has. if 
anything, intensified since, the Yom 
.'Klppur War. 

In domestic affairs, he would 
have set his face against Peace 
Now and against Gush Emunim. He 
would have tried to build up a pop- 
ular ■ campaign against the in- 
herent corruption in high places 
that is now taken for granted. He 
would have fought anti -Sephardi 
prejudice. He would not have lec- 
tured the Black Panthers, as Golds 
Meir did; he would have listened to 
them. He would not have ignored, 
as did Yitzhak Rabin, the remark 
by Motta Gut while cbief-of-staff 
that a Yemenite would never make* 
it to the top military post. . 

ABOVE ALL, unlike the present 
government, he would have 
remembered that, even 1 a the best 
of times, Israel Is only a tiny state 
of three million people. He would 
not have taken its continued 
success, or even survival, for 
granted. He would ‘ never have 
dreamed that some providential 
blank cheque — perhaps a Divine 
refund on the Holocaust — existed 
to cover all the nation's failings in 
honesty, hard work, realism, unity, 
‘patriotism, patience and self- 
control. He would not have needed 
the warning of October 1973 to tell 
him that 

He would not have wasted Ms 
breath on empty words. His deeds 
would have been his words.
